Develops This Spring

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 14—An 
appraisal of public opinion on the 
national service act, based on a 
coast to coast survey and covering 
many aspects of the problem, re­ 
veals a num ber of im portant fact* 
for congress and the adm inistra­ 
tion to ponder. 
1.—The country is for the prin 
ciple of a national service act by 
a large vote. The m ajority see no 
difference in essence between draft­ 
ing citizens to fight the war and 
drafting them to serve in the in 
dustries which produce the arms 
and m aterial for war. 
Although the principle is approx 
ed by a somewhat sm aller vote to­ 
day than last summer, nevertheless 
the great m ajority favor drafting 
men and women for w ar jobs if 
they are needed. 
Shortage Is Doubted 
2.—But the public is not con 
vlnced th at there is a shortage of 
worker* in w ar Industrie* in the 
country a* a whole a t this time. 
Only 16 percent—one person in 
cig—say they think there I* a 
shortage, as against 36 percent last 
fall. 
Even 
In 
critical 
labor area*, 
where there are many defense fac­ 
tories, the m ajority are not con­ 
vinced th at a true nationwide man­ 
power shortage exists. If it does 
exist, the administration and the 
w ar manpower commission have 
not dram atized the fact in a way 
to carry It home to the public. 
8.—Out of the survey comes the 
fact th at a national service act. if 
pasted, would m eet with compara­ 
tively little resistance, especially 
from those m ost likely to be af­ 
fected by R. One person in five 
(SO ^percent) believes there Is A 
good chance th at he or she might 
b s drafted to take a war job if the 
act Is passed. 
9 In 4 Favor Principle 
Among th a t group three persons 
In four favor the principle of a 
manpower draft. This makes a net 
total of IS percent who think they 
would ba drafted and who favor 
tb s Mas of a draft. In term s of mil­ 
lions they constitute an estim ated 
9,000,000 people, o r m ore than 
enough to fill the manpower re­ 
quirem ents stipulated thus far by 
th e government. 
4.—Although th e public favors 
th e principle of • d raft for war 
jabs lf th e need tar shown, a large 
section tar still uninformed aa to 
tb s m anner in which such a draft 
would ba carried out. 
Specifically, 38 percent say they 
have not heard or read about the 
President’s proposal In his message 
to congress last month, and there 
la also lack of public familiarity 
with tb s provisions of the Austin- 
W adsworth national service a c t 
Among those who have heard 
about the proposal, approximately 
one-third give a vague or incorrect 
definition of w hat it seeks to do, 
or are unable to define it. 
Many Misinformed 
This includes many who think it 
would draft everyone Hi th© coun­ 
try, whereas actually the sot would 
exempt many groups of people, 
such a* mothers with children un­ 
der 18, men over the age of 
65 
and women over 50. 
Among those who, on the other 
hand, have a reasonably accurate 
understanding of the proposal, the 
weight of opinion is 'n favor of it. 
5.—In summary, the extent to 
which the public will give support 
to the Auatin-W adsworth act may 
depend 
on how 
effectively 
two 
main areas of ignorance are clear­ 
ed away. It will depend, first, on 
convincing the public that there 
are serious shortages of workers 
in w ar factories, and second, on in­ 
forming the public as to the man­ 
ner in which the act would be car 
ried out

“These dogs went throu gh every­ 
thing the m arines did. They were 
frequ ently u p in the front lines and 
It was their ordinary du ty to go 
ahead of patrols into Jap-infeste<l 
territory. 'They were shot at, bomb­ 
ed an<i strafed.’’ 
And they took It—ju st like hu ­ 
mans—'the officer said. “They took 
it even thou gh they didn’t like it. 
Some of 
the dogs 
were 
shell­ 
shocked and others were deafened 
by the roar of bu rsting shells and 
rifle fire.’’ 
Female dogs were more qu ickly 
shell-shocked than males becau se 
of their more sensitive ears and

said, adding “consequ ently I have 
decided that the place for females 
is in gu arding and not In the front 
lines." 
The dogs saved “cou nties« lives 
by nosing ou t” and destroying Ja;>s 
ready to ambu sh the American» as 
they advanced throu gh the ju ngle, 
the marine officer continu ed. 
Tliey were trained not to hark 
and thu s give away marine posi­ 
tions. Instead, the dogs advan<-ed 
with their handlers, detecting the 
enemy by pricking u p their ears.

the marine corps, reported the ca­ 
nine platoon often served “as the 
only means of commu nication be­ 
tween advanced partie« and head­ 
qu arters."

Demonstration In Italy

T la necessary for the United States to be 
prepared for the eventuality of bad newa from 
the A u to bridgehead area in Italy. The operation 
undertaken there with the British bas given 
Germany its first opportunity in many months 
to take advantage of the Allies; It Is Germany's 
hest chance to soore a victory ainee tho minor 
rout of British and Italian troops in the Dode­ 
canese Islands early this winter. 
Naturally, Hitler and hie generals are doing 
everything possible to stage a demonstration in 
Italy. A victory for them there would hurt 
Allied prestige in Italy and throughout Europe. 
It would hurt Allied morale. It would be a bad 
omen for the coming invasion. It would cheer 
up the German civilians being blasted out of 
their homes by bombing raids. The Germans 
would be fools not to make the most of their 
chance to exploit the advantage of their own 
interior lines of communications against

Political Problem Of Taxation 
PASSAGE by congress of a tax bill below the

Roosevelt 
administration's 
recommended 
rates of increase brings the political problem of 
taxation to the fore. 
As far as finances are concerned, It can ba 
argued logically that the administration’s rec­ 
ommendations were sound. But as far aa politics 
is concerned, congress was Just as realistic in 
another direction. 
The nation's ability to produce revenue is 
not merely a matter of balances and proportions, 
but also a matter of public opinion—and on mat­ 
ters of public opinion congressmen are better in­ 
formed than the financial experts who advise the 
treasury. They are motivated by more than 
whimsy in their refusal to go the limit on tax 1 
boosts. 
There is a limit to what the people are willing 
to pay which is separate from the limit of what 
they can pay, according to statistics. The con- 
; filet between those limits set the administration 
and congress at odds on this tax bill. 
The omen for a future policy of unlimited 
spending is not apod; even with the excuse of 
war to support It, the policy has run into strong 
opposition in the 7Sth congress. What may hap- 
• pen to it in the 79th and subsequeut congresses Is 
• something for the New Deal's John Maynard 
Keynes school of spenders to conjecture about 
with horror.

“Devil Dogs" to a marine in 
the South Pacific today and—IO to 
I—he’ll think you’re talking about 
his war-hardened canine buddy. 
The corps’ first m arine dog pla 
toon—including 21 Doberman Pin 
Rchers and three German Shep­ 
herds—landed with the first wave 
of Marine raiders at Empress Au­ 
gusta bay on Bougainville island 
last Nov. I, lending valuable as­ 
sistance in the Solomon* offensive 
and earning the right to a share in 
the "Devil Dogs" title. 
That’s the report of the pla­ 
toon’s commander, Lt. Clyde A. 
Henderson, just returned from the 
Pacific front. Hd said because of 
the dogs’ proven ability, their train­ 
ing program will be expanded. 
. Lt. Henderson told an Interview­ 
er the dogs aided in patrol, scout­ 
ing and messenger work. 
1 
Went Through Everything 
“These dog* went through every­ 
thing the m arines did. They were 
frequently up in the front lines and 
it was their ordinary duty to go 
ahead of patrols into Jap-infested 
territory. They were shot at, bomb­ 
ed ami strafed.’’ 
And they took R—just like hu­ 
mans—the officer said. “They took 
it even though they didn’t like it. 
Some of 
the 
dogs 
were 
shell­ 
shocked and others were deafened 
by the roar of bursting shells and 
rifle fire.*’ 
Female dogs were more quickly 
shell-shocked than males because 
of their more sensitive ears and 
nervous 
system*. Lt. 
Henderson 
said, adding “consequently I have 
decided that the place for females 
is in guarding and not in the front 
lines.” 
The dogs saved “counties* lives 
by nosing out” and destroying Japs 
ready to ambush tile Americans as 
they advanced through the jungle, 
the marine officer continued. 
They were trained not to bark 
and thus give away marine posi­ 
tions. Instead, the dog* advanced 
with their handler*, detecting the 
enemy by pricking up their ears, 
Henderson said. 
Henderson,

training dogs before he entered 
the marine corps, reported the ca­ 
nine platoon often served “as the 
only means of communication be­ 
tween advanced partie* and head­ 
quarters."

ZERO WAVE CUTS 
OAS FOR PLANTS 


Potteries Are Curtailed As 


Many Ohio Cities Suffer 


The Monday wash went undone 
and bathing was taboo today in 
many Ohio communities as a gas 
shortage 
hit 
Ohio, 
closing 
war 
plants and making thousands of 
workers idle. 
East Liverpool district potteries 
without stand by equipment auto­ 
matically curtailed production with 
the advent of the zero weather. The 
M anufacturers Light and H eat Co. 
said it is supplying the plants with 
only enough gas to keep sprinkler 
lines from freezing—but none to 
keep the kilns warm. 
Enough For Domestic Ute 
Domestic consumers here, 
un­ 
like elsewhere In Ohio, have enough 
gas for normal household purposes. 
The supply of gas to the district 
potteries was turned off complete­ 
ly Sunday a t 3 p. rn., setting a 
precedent in the current industrial 
fuel shortage, previously gas has 
been cut only 80 percent during 
zero weather. 
The Ohio Fuel Gas Co. announced 
Increased use of gas for heating 
homes during the current cold wave 
had caused an "acute emergency” 
that forced it to cut off the supply 
of 150 war plants Sunday night. 
Appeal In 350 Towns 
Residents of 350 municipalities 
were urged to conserve gas where- 
ever possible by postponing wash 
day and giving up bathing tempor­ 
arily. 
Towns affected by the shortage 
include: Toledo, Columbus, Parma, 
Dayton, Shelby, Springfield, Cos 
hocton, Sidney, Bowling Green, WH 
mlngton, 
Zanesville, 
Cambridge, 
Newark, Lancaster, Delaware, Mar 
ion. Mount Vernon, Mansfield. Up 
per Sandusky, W ashington Court 
House and part of Cincinnati. 
The Dayton area was one the 
hardest hit, with five plants closed 
and 7,000 to 10,000 workers idle 
The only major cities not affect­ 
ed by the gas shutoff were in in­ 
dustrial northeastern Ohio, includ­

The tem perature reached an even 
zero during the week-end here, but 
the low for last night was l l above, 
according to the U. S. weather sta­ 
tion at Swaney airport.

which will be felt- to some extent 
late this year but to a greater ex­ 
tent in 1945. 
This trend Is in line with recom­ 
mendations of the war food admin­ 
istration, except that it may go 
farther than suggested. 
Because 
feed reserves have been depleted 
and prospective supplies are insuf­ 
ficient to maintain present live­ 
stock and poultry numbers, the 
government asked a reduction this 
year in some types of livestock 
operations—particularly hogs, com­ 
mercial broilers and better qual­ 
ity beef cattle. 
The 
governm ent 
recommenda­ 
tions were accompanied by changes 
in price policies which made the 
feeding of hogs and finished cattle 
less profitable. 
In the case of hogs, for example 
a 17 percent reduction in the 1944 
spring 
crop 
was 
requested. A 
post-card survey made in Decem­ 
ber by the federal crop reporting 
board indicated farm ers planned 
to cut their pig crop by that 
amount. 
Since then, however, hog farm ­ 
ers have had difficulties, such as 
glutted 
m arkets, 
reduced 
prices 
and 
protein 
feed 
shortages, 
in 
m arketing last year’s crop. Sev­ 
eral midwestern farm papers re­ 
port planning to reduce hog oper­ 
ations as much as 40 to 50 percent. 
In the case of cattle, the agri­ 
culture departm ent reports 
that 
16 percent fewer head are being 
fed In the corn belt this winter. 
The National Livestock Producers’ 
Association says the reduction is 
e t least 25 percent. The curtail­ 
ment will be reflected in short 
supplies of beef next spring and 
summer. 
In the case of poultry, the gov­ 
ernm ent has recommended a re­ 
duction only in the case of com­ 
mercial 
broilers—that 
is, 
young 
lightweight chickens. It wants the 
production of eggs to continue at 
highest levels possible. Yet, the 
crop reporting board reports that 
farm ers are planning to buy 17 per­ 
cent fewer baby chicks this year. 
The factor here is a less favorable 
ratio between prices and eggs and 
poultry feed.

that MacArthur, whose name has 
been entered in the Illinois prefer­ 
ential primary, will be a factor at 
the convention. 
But few go so far as Sen. Van­ 
denberg (R) of Michigan in be­ 
lieving the southwest Pacific com­ 
mander may be drafted for the 
nomination. 
MacArthur Sentiment Great 
Vandenberg said he has received 
an “amazing” response from all 
sections of the country to a recent 
magazine article in which ha ex­ 
plained why he was for MacArthur 
for president..
